From  the  hills  of  Tatnuck,  from  the  valleys  of  neighborly  Newton, 
from  the  distant  outposts  of  Spencer,  Paxton,  and  Uxbridge  came  the 
second  mass  migration  of  Forty-niners  going  west  —  west  of  Harrington 
Corner.  Filled  with  the  awe  and  excitement  of  the  new  frontier,  they 
poured  into  the  four-flight  mountain  on  Irving  Street.  The  gleam  in  their 
eyes  revealed  their  secret  speculation  of  the  golden  knowledge  hidden  in 
the  mines  of  the  classrooms  and  library.  A  new  era  was  beginning  in 
their  world  —  an  era  to  be  recorded  in  the  annals  of  history,  hereafter 
known  as  Classic  Myths. 

Naive  as  we  were  in  the  ways  of  the  West,  we  believed  the  stories 
of  the  aborigines  and  spent  fruitless  hours  searching  for  the  errant 
elevator.  We  answered  all  the  questions  asked  by  those  who  had  ven- 
tured into  the  unknown  before  us,  as  to  how  Sever  "Prep,"  Midland, 
Tatnuck,  and  Providence  Junior  High  were  getting  along  back  East, 
how  did  we  like  it  here,  and  how  is  it  the  freshmen  were  so  much 
smaller  every  year.  Our  first  member  to  gain  the  attention  of  the  rest 
of  the  mining  camp,  alas,  remains  anonymous.  She  was  the  unfortunate 
who,  on  dropping  her  tube  of  Revlon,  sighed,  "Oh,  dear,  there  goes  my 
Rosy  Future!'*  Our  first  really  successful  prospector  was  Blossom 
Brooks,  elected,  in  her  first  month  at  Classical,  one  of  the  three  libra- 
rians of  Orchestra  B,  a  lofty  and  time-honored  position.  The  distinction 
of  creating  a  club  belongs  to  us  as  freshmen.  Organized  and  headed  by 
Gloria  Hurowitz,  it  was  called  the  Ben  Patrick  Freshman  Fan  Club. 
Though  short-lived,  its  members  dutifully  cheered  on  its  hero  at  every 
football  game  and  formed  delegations  to  stand  in  front  of  his  house 
for  a  moment's  silent  devotion.  Two  of  our  members,  debating  against 
older  and  more  experienced  orators,  talked  their  way  into  first  and 
second  prizes  at  the  annual  C.  H.  S.  D.  A.  assembly.  Brian  O'Connell 
and  Blake  Robinson  were  the  winning  speakers;  their  subject,  "Re- 
solved: That  the  United  States  Should  Adopt  A  Policy  Directed  Toward 
the  Establishment  of  Free  Trade  Among  the  Nations  of  the  World." 

We  lined  both  sides  of  Pleasant  Street  to  watch  the  last  Tatnuck 
trolley  groan  under  its  last  load  of  "Forty-niners"  headed  for  the  Irving 
Street  mining  fields  and  mourned  the  passage  of  an  old  and  noble 
friend.  And  so  we  passed  our  first  year  in  the  frontier  of  learning, 
conscientious  and  gullible  enough  to  believe  the  Argus's  rash,  pre-sub- 
scription  renewal  time  promises  of  a  swimming  pool  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  and  a  two-way  escalator. 

After  a  much  needed  vacation  from  the  pick  and  axe,  we  returned 
to  the  task  of  staking  a  claim.  We  moved  our  camp  to  the  second  floor, 
where  we  hoped  to  add  greatly  to  our  store  of  gold.  We  were  optimistic 
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about  our  success  because  of  our  knowledge  of  our  habitat  and  its  8:10 
to  1:15  denizens;  after  all,  we  were  now  Sophomores  —  two  hundred 
and  thirty-two  of  us.  When  Mr.  Fenner,  addressing  the  whole  school, 
said,  "1  believe  we  have  made  an  unusually  good  start  this  year,"  we 
understood  him  to  be  praising  us  in  particular,  for  by  then  we  had 
proved  ourselves  an  unusually  good  class.  By  the  end  of  the  fall, 
Maureen  Bombard  and  Warren  O'Donnell  were  recognized  throughout 
the  encampment  as  outstanding  athletes.  The  Girls'  Sophomore  Basket- 
ball team  took  the  inter-high  championship,  thanks  to  the  good  team- 
work of  guards,  Lainey  Weiner,  Maureen  Bombard,  and  Karin  Granath, 
and  the  sharp  shooting  of  Nat  Pemstein,  consistently  high  scorer  of  the 
season ;  and  Ruth  Finn,  and  Carol  Wynn,  forwards.  Nor  were  we  beaten 
to  a  claim  scholastically.  Of  four  people  who  brought  home  five  A's, 
three — Faith  Butler,  Amorette  Weed,  and  Janet  Sobel — were  "Forty- 
niners."  Both  Sue  Striar  and  Dolores  Bakulla — adventurous  souls  they 
— were  not  content  with  the  findings  on  Irving  Street  and  left  us  for 
one  year  to  pick  in  the  remains  of  the  first  gold  rush,  in  California.  We 
gained  two  other  members,  Blake  Robinson,  who  rejoined  us  from 
Europe,  and  Joe  McGranaghan,  our  future  president,  who  had  heard  of 
our  success  and  rushed  here  to  get  his  share  of  the  treasure.  In  March, 
we  welcomed  another  gold-digger,  our  future  treasurer,  Jerry  Norman. 
John  Kelliher  began  his  long  career  as  King  of  The  Extra-Curricular 
when  he  took  a  leading  part  in  "Don't  Keep  Him  Waiting,"  the  senior 
play  put  on  by  the  Green  Room  Club.  To  most  of  us,  however,  the  most 
prominent,  and  for  some  of  us,  the  most  painful  memory  was  "gym." 
It  was  no  uncommon  sight,  when  the  powers  that  be  decided  that  fresh- 
men and  sophomores,  rather  than  upperclassmen  should  patronize  the 
local  gymnasia,  to  see  a  duffle  bag  scurrying  down  Chatham  Street, 
under  which  was  a  newly  muscular  sophomore.  After  a  few  weeks  of 
stiff  backs  and  scraped  knees,  the  classes  noticeably  diminished  in  size, 
but  we  have  one  trooper,  Maureen  Bombard,  who  has  enjoyed  every 
minute  of  her  three  years  of  "gym." 

Since  our  little  mining  town  of  Classical  Gulch  was  unbearably  hot 
during  the  summer,  we  went  back  East,  until  September,  when  we  re- 
turned as  Juniors  to  dig  into  our  claims.  A  few  of  the  more  radical 
girls  wore  the  "New  Look"  and  received  cold  glances  from  the  reaction- 
ary members  of  the  class.  Joanne  Nelson,  who  had  become  generally 
accepted  as  our  authority  on  fashion,  sanctioned  the  "New  Look,"  as 
long  as  it  was  not  carried  to  extremes.  The  acceptance  of  radical 
fashion  change  was  not  the  only  sign  of  our  class's  willingness  to  try 
something  new.  We  broke  an  old  and  time-honored  custom  by  organiz- 
ing the  Junior  class  for  the  first  time  in  years  at  Classical.  We  elected 
Warren  O'Donnell,  president;  Harriet  Peters,  vice-president;  Avilda 
Wilson,  secretary ;  and  Norman  Sadowsky,  treasurer.  Even  more  revo- 
lutionary, we  sponsored  a  Junior  prom.  Elsa  Shapiro,  Lois  Conn,  and 
Darwin  Field,  members  of  the  committee,  were  happy  and  proud  to 
announce  after  the  dance  that  a  good  time  was  had  by  all  and  that  the 
people  who  rented  Elks  Hall  to  us  had  complimented  us  on  our  good 
behavior.   The  committee  was  not  quite  so  enthusiastic  in  announcing 
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the  deficit  of  $6.37,  but  considering  the  success  of  the  dance  in  all 
other  respects,  we  forgave  them.  Suddenly  concerned  about  the  para- 
graphs in  the  yearbook  beside  our  pictures,  we  snatched  up  our  picks 
and  axes  and  joined  as  many  extra-curricular  activities  as  possible. 
Harry  Aldrich  whisked  to  top  track  honors,  taking  first  place  in  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  Marathon  and  in  several  short  and  long  distance 
races.  The  mystery-comedy,  "They  Did  Away  With  Uncle"  gave  Norma 
Loew,  John  Kelliher,  and  Nancy  Erickson  a  chance  to  show  their 
dramatic  ability  as  cold-hearted  nurse,  curious  cousin,  and  dismayed 
cousin,  respectively.  Those  of  us  who  were  Junior  ushers,  including 
Anne  Cogswell  and  Barry  Argento,  were  lucky  enough  to  be  present 
at  Class  Day  and  graduation  to  watch  enviously  as  the  class  ahead  of 
us  prepared  to  leave  the  seniority  at  Classical  to  us.  At  graduation, 
John  Kelliher  received  the  Harvard  Book  Prize  and  Nancy  Erickson,  the 
Aletheia  Junior  Award. 

We  remember  distinctly — it  was  in  September,  1948  that  we  struck 
gold.  It  took  us  a  while  to  realize  that  the  greatest  part  of  the  digging 
was  over,  for  we  were  now  real-honest-and-true-pinch-me-I'm-awake 
seniors!  And  busy  ones  at  that!  Once  we  arrived  at  the  gold,  we  did 
not  take  time  out  for  a  minute,  plunging  deeper  and  deeper  into  the 
vein  of  activities  and,  above  all,  college  preparation.  Our  first  move 
as  a  class  was  to  elect  officers.  Joe  McGranaghan  was  chosen  president ; 
Shirley  Covert,  vice-president;  Harriet  Peter,  secretary;  and  Jerry 
Norman,  treasurer.  The  committees  were  posted  and  the  Classic  Myths 
board  was  chosen ;  we  went  through  the  "proof  period"  when  we  realized 
in  dismay  what  we  really  looked  like;  we  attended  senior  assemblies  at 
least  once  a  week;  we  applied  to  colleges  and  suffered  through  College 
Boards,  for  such  is  the  fate  of  seniors.  We  chose  versatile  Nancy  Erick- 
son for  the  D.  A.  R.  Good  Citizenship  Award  and  John  Kelliher  for 
student  state  representative.  We  cheered  for  Stan  Orczyk  at  all  the 
games,  for  he  was  our  outstanding  athlete,  the  only  boy  in  our  class 
who  participated  in  three  sports.  Eugene  Freedman,  with  his  booming 
voice,  was  the  good  choice  of  president  of  the  C.  H.  S.  D.  A.  Elizabeth 
Ginsburg,  Robert  Wheaton,  and  Ruth  Butler,  as  co-editors  of  the  Argus, 
launched  a  campaign  to  replace  the  idle  gossip  of  years  gone  by  with 
clever  poems  and  well-written  literary  material  chosen  from  the  work 
of  the  student  body.  Not  one  of  us  escaped  Liz's  painstaking  efforts  to 
explain  why  Tickletoes  no  longer  meant  four  pages  of  "Mary  goes  with 
John  because  Ellen  writes  to  a  certain  someone  in  East  Overshoe  and  we 
can't  get  over  the  way  Cheechee  blinks  her  luscious  lashes."  Bob 
Spayne  led  a  very  active  Agassiz  Club,  of  which  Mary  Anne  Trunce  was 
Secretary.  Our  girls  started  a  fad  new  to  our  neck  of  the  mines — 
knitting.  It  was  a  common  sight  to  see  Kitty  Johnson  working  on  a 
sock  as  she  walked  through  the  corridors.  Billy  Goesch  industriously  set 
about  taking  a  poll  of  the  popularity  of  the  New  Look  versus  the  Big 
Stare.  We  never  did  hear  the  outcome.  Those  of  us  who  passed  in 
Foreign  Policy  papers  to  Miss  Williams  were  a  little  discouraged  to  see 
our  eight  and  nine  page  papers  diminish  visibly  in  size  when  Ann 
Puishys  offered  thirty-two  pages.    At  the  concert,  our  class  was  well 
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represented  in  the  musical  organizations.  We  were  especially  proud  of 
Janet  Sobel's  rendition  of  folk  songs,  and  also  of  the  two  Shirleys, 
Covert  and  Posner,  who  did  so  very  well  at  the  keyboard.  We  enjoyed 
Gilbert  Oldham's  resonant  baritone  in  "Sing  Me  to  Sleep."  Fay  Ringer, 
despite  her  nervousness  before  the  concert,  gave  us  a  lovely  flute  solo 
in  Bizet's  Arlesieune  Suite — Mcnuet.  Harriet  Peter  and  Ann  Wells 
gave  their  delightful,  annual  duet,  and  Roland  Allain  and  Gene  Rubin 
showed  their  respective  talents  with  trombone  and  trumpet.  In  the 
operetta,  "Peggy  and  the  Pirates,"  two  "Forty-niners"  were  prominent. 
Lois  Conn  gained  the  epithet  of  "MA"  because  her  role  as  Mrs.  May- 
field  called  for  her  to  play  the  part  of  mother  to  Donny  Benson,  as  Bill, 
and  Effie  Early,  as  Peggy. 

It  is  a  little  hard  to  imagine  not  ever  again  sharing  the  roller-skat- 
ing parties,  the  assemblies,  or  the  crowded  cafeteria,  but  with  so  much 
yet  before  us,  we  pick  up  our  tools,  gold  in  head,  and  set  off  for  the 
yards  of  Harvard  and  Radcliffe,  the  tall  spires  of  Wellesley,  the  broad 
campuses  of  Smith  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  long 
corridors  of  Memorial  Hospital,  no  longer  "Forty-niners,"  but  the  Class 
of  Fifty-three.

OUR  SACRED  LEGACY 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Displaced  Persons — people  deprived  of 
economic,  political,  or  religious  rights — beg  for  admission  to  America. 
The  American  Federation  of  Labor  asks  our  government  to  submit  to 
the  United  Nations  the  charge  that  ten  to  fourteen  million  persons  are 
held  in  slave  labor  camps  in  the  United  Socialist  Soviet  Republic.  Hor- 
rifying evidence  is  presented  in  the  Nazi  war  trials  that  the  Hitler 
government  planned  genicide,  the  obliteration  of  the  Jewish  people.  We 
are  struck  with  a  frightening  sense  of  helplessness.  Is  this  our  world,  a 
world  in  which  the  individual  becomes  a  thing  to  be  disposed  of  as  the 
State  wills? 

We  Americans  should  be  grateful  to  our  ancestors,  to  whom  we  owe 
existence  in  a  land  that  still  considers  the  individual  has  rights.  In 
the  Constitution  our  political  forefathers  held  it  self-evident  "that  all 
men  are  created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  creator  with 
certain  inalienable  rights,  that  among  those  are  life,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness,"  and  they  painstakingly  set  down  in  ten  brief 
paragraphs — our  treasured  Bill  of  Rights — that  Congress  shall  not 
tamper  with  the  individual's  exercise  of  his  religion,  of  free  speech,  of 
assembly,  or  of  petition.  Nor  shall  he  be  forced  to  accept  the  quarter- 
ing of  troops  or  be  subjected  to  unreasonable  search.  He  shall  not  be 
cast  into  prison  without  due  processes  of  the  law.  Excessive  bail  shall 
not  be  required,  nor  heavy  fines  and  cruel  and  unusual  punishment  be 
inflicted.  Finally  the  individual  is  assured  of  any  rights  which  he  has 
already  but  which  are  not  specifically  mentioned  in  the  Constitution. 
Those  men  of  the  eighteenth  century  looked  far  into  the  future.  They 
would  protect  the  citizen  of  this  new  nation  from  the  possible  tyranny 
of  his  own  creation. 

But  laws  have  died  on  the  statute  books  of  nations.  If  we  value 
the  legacy  of  our  forefathers,  if  it  shall  never  become  a  useless  instru- 
ment, we  must  make  the  democracy  that  gives  it  meaning,  work.  On 
November  2,  1948,  fifty  percent  voted  in  the  national  election ;  fifty 
percent  were  unwilling  to  accept  that  small  civic  responsibility.  Every 
state,  every  municipal  election  repeats  the  sad  story  of  indifference  to 
our  political  well-being.  No  nation  in  a  world  of  conflicting  political 
ideologies  can  afford  poor  government.  Each  of  us  must  remember  that 
good  government  depends  not  only  upon  his  neighbor,  but  upon  himself. 
Every  citizen  has  the  responsibility  of  participating  in  his  government. 
No  minority  group  must  ever  be  allowed  to  effect  dangerous  changes 
in  our  political  system.  No  minority  group  will  be  able  to  tamper  with 
the  fundamental  law  if  every  voter  is  conscious  of  his  responsibility 
and  exercises  his  suffrage. 
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We  are  known  to  the  world  as  "the  melting  pot  of  nations."  Within 
our  borders  can  be  found  all  races  and  all  religions.  If  we  are  to  become 
one  in  our  ideals  of  freedom,  we  must  eliminate  intolerance  with  re- 
gard to  color,  race,  and  religion.  The  Constitution  was  not  adopted 
for  a  certain  group  of  people.  The  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  and  fifteenth 
amendments  made  clear  that  those  rights  were  not  to  be  limited  to  white 
people.  Yet  in  1948,  the  question  of  civil  rights  was  a  national  election 
issue,  and  today  splits  one  of  the  major  parties.  If  any  considerable 
portion  of  our  people  is  deprived  of  citizenship  by  the  imposition  of  a 
poll  tax,  the  fabric  of  democracy  is  strained.  If  one  kind  of  justice 
is  white  and  one  is  black,  then  we  deny  that  all  men  are  created  equal. 
We  do  not  deserve  the  Bill  of  Rights  if  we  deny  it  to  other  Americans. 
And  it  is  time  too  that  we  gave  up  such  distinctions  as  Swedish-Ameri- 
can, Greek-American,  or  Irish-American,  and  stopped  reckoning  patrio- 
tism by  years  of  residence.  Religious  intolerance  is  just  as  objection- 
able— the  fruit  of  ignorance  and  bigotry.  We  should  not  hold  it  against 
a  man  if  he  desires  to  worship  in  another  form  than  ours. 

That  there  is  considerable  intolerance  still  in  the  United  States  is 
due  to  ignorance  and,  as  is  now  thoroughly  recognized,  only  an  extensive 
campaign  of  education  will  correct  it.  It  is  not  merely  a  matter  for  the 
schools;  it  is  education  on  the  broad  scale  that  includes  the  home,  the 
church,  or  any  agency  that  deals  with  human  relations.  Radio,  motion 
pictures,  and  the  press  are  conducting  a  steady  campaign  of  enlighten- 
ment. Ministers  and  rabbis  are  exchanging  pulpits  and  the  various 
church  youth  organizations  are  studying  the  religion  of  their  neighbors. 
Interracial  groups,  the  world  of  sports,  the  Army,  and  the  Navy  are 
making  us  conscious  that  we  must  put  our  own  house  in  order. 

If  we  hope  to  make  certain  that  our  children  and  our  grandchildren 
enjoy  freedom  of  speech,  religion,  assembly,  that  Displaced  Persons 
continue  to  find  a  haven  here,  we  must  help  to  make  democracy  work. 
Some  of  the  fanatical  fire  that  burns  high  in  Red  countries  might  well 
warm  us  to  a  real  devotion  to  the  principle  that  all  men  are  endowed 
with  the  right  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  Let  us 
today  make  the  resolution  to  assume  our  responsibility  as  American 
citizens  and  to  exercise  our  civic  duty,  that  we  as  American  citizens 
may  continue  to  have  rights  as  individuals.
